Firit Meeting of the Merino Society 0/ 
the Middle States. 


On Saturday, the 5tb of this month, 
the Merino 
Society of the middle 
states held their first stated tnceting 
since their organization, at the fartn ol 
Mr. Caldwell, 
thcjr president, 
near 
Hoddonfield, in Jersey. 
Besides the 
member« of this most lauJablc associ- 
tioA, several farmers, proprietors, and 
manufucturera attended, 
and Couiit 
Pahlen, Dr. Logan, with some other 
gtntlemen, were present as guests__ 
Between two ai\d three hundred full 
blooded' mcnnos, in the finest order, 
both il) fleecc and flesh, some in the 
open inclosure, and others in separate 
folds, wei*c rx-hibited ■, their appearancc 
proving, beyond all controversy, that 
the soil, climat’c and food of Jersey, arc 
fully congenial with the health and ex­ 
cellence of this inestimable, animal. A 
large number of those examined on the 
present occasion, when purchased firom 
the importers, were feeble, pining, and 
more or less diseased ; but the whole 
(lock is now iompletely recruited and 
le-establislied In at least as good con­ 
dition as they ever enjoyed in Spain. 
As the Spanish sheep improve the lleere 
of the sheep of England, Erance and 
other countries, to which they have 
been transported, there is every reason 
to believe from that circumstance alone 
that their amelioration will attend their 
establishment in the Unhed States, and 
by care ajid attention to preserve the 
breed pure, the merino may reach the 
highest slate of perfection in the Uni­ 
ted States. 
And it is certain that Mr. 
Caldwell, in all his enterprizing pur­ 
chases from the late importations of 
Spanish sheep, has never met with any 
ecjual in appcarance, fineness of fleece 
or length of pile, to those of his own 
raising fr9in his own original flock— 
About one hundred lambs have been 
the produce of this year, nearly all of 
which have been so far reared without 
accide«i or distemper. 
Reduced as 
Spain is, beyond all hopes of immediate 
reinstatement, 
and 
indeed with the 
moral •'ertainty of further devastations, 
cut off as wc are by England from 
French supplies of cloths, and resolved 
as we ought to be, ourselves, not to im­ 
port from England, while she insists on 
monf)poli£Uig our market, the accession 
of merino wool, to the stock of Ameri­ 
can stapes, is matter of the highest 
gratihratbn. 
In a few years we may 
undoubtcKlly furnish our ow’n consump­ 
tion, and perhaps export fine wool Ih 
large qunntities, as wc have cotton— 
The factory of Messrs. Dupont and 
Bauduy, near Wilmington, is already 
well advMiced in its operations, on an 
extensive scale, and will before the ex­ 
piration of this year, turn out superfine 
cloths of the finest juid most durable fa­ 
bric ; and the zeal which animates al­ 
most every portion of the community 
lor achieving- this great measure of 
American independeuce, is the sure 
pledge of its eai-ly and complete suc­ 
cess. 


After visiting the various accommo­ 
dations which Mr. Caldwell has arrang­ 
ed lor the preserTuiion and comfort of 
his fine flock, the company sat down 
between three and four o’clock, to an 
elegant dinner, spread in the genuine 
American exuberance, and passed the 
remainder of il.e ufternoon in social and 
rational festivity___durora.

Connecticut. 


The Legislature of Connecticut met 
on Tuesday week, and proceeded to #ie 
organization of the government for the 
year ensuing. 
Sylvunus Backus, Esq. 
was chosen Speaker of the House, and 
Charles Donison, Esq. Cierk. 
On the 
Thursday following. His Excellency 
Governor G r is w o l d met the legisla­ 
ture, and addressed them in a highly 
animated and judicious speech, from 
which we have made the following ex­ 
tracts 


“ NO important changc in the poli­ 
tical or comntcrcial relations of the U- 
nited States with foreign nations, ap­ 
pears to have taken place, since the last 
session of the General Assembly. 
“ The relaxation of the general plan of 
depredation, which has been observed 
in a few cases, on the part of one of the 
belligerent powers, has not been attend­ 
ed with a general restoration of Ameri­ 
can property setjuestered in violation of 
our rights, or any frank and explicit re­ 
vocation of the decrees, under which 
the great mass of seizures have been 
made. The same course of depredation 
appears also t* be continued, and little 
hope can be entertained, that our rights 
will be respected in future. 
Nor cun 
wc perceive any change in the disposi­ 
tion of the other belligerent power, to­ 
wards the l^’nited Slates. 
The capture 
a id condemnation of our property by 
that pow'cr, appears to increase with the 
Oiiportunilies for executing their unjust 
orders. 
Whilst our trade is so exten­ 
sively plundered by foreign nations, it 
would have afforded grqat sutisfaction 
to reflect, that no part of our commer­ 
cial embarrassments had arisen from 
the ineasurcsofourown Government.— 
But we have to regret, that the restric­ 
tive laws of the Union, still remain in 
force ; and, without essentially affeciuig 
foreigil nations, are aggravating the 
evils which tlieir injustice has produc* 
ed, and are felt with peculiar severity, 
by the commercial and otlier important 
interests of this State.— It is howev« r 
to be presumed, that the advocates of 
that system must before this time, have 
become satisfied, that the measure ori­ 
ginated from mistaken views of the pub­ 
lic interest; and that the National Le­ 
gislature will abandon it, at the ap­ 
proaching session of Congress. 


“ Intelligent men, however, will per­ 
ceive thiU our public concerns rec|uire 
something more, than a repeal of j)arti- 
cular obnoxious laws— It has been our 
misfortune, to pursue a policy which has 
rendered us contemptible in the view 
of forei'jn nations ; and we arc treated 
as a people, who are ready to submit to 
every indignity, which interest or ca­ 
price may impose upon us— It cannot 
however be loo late to retrieve the na­ 
tional honor, and wc ought to expect, 
that our public councils will find, that a 
manly, impartial and decided course ol 
measures has now become indiHpensa- 
blc—such a course as shall satisfy fo-

peace, we haws the tn«ans and tlie spirit 
to repel aggression. 
The interests of 
the Ünitèd States lindoubtedly rcquir» 
a fiocure and hohorable peace ; i|ut the 
only guwiintce which ought, or can with 
safety be relied on for this object, is % 
sufficient ori^nized fdrce, and a spirif 
to use it with effect, when no other hoi 
norable 
means of redress can be re­ 
sorted to— The extensive resotifces, 
aided by the geographical situation of 
our country, have furnishc.d every ne­ 
cessary means for defending our terri­ 
tory and our commerce, an(} we are 
false to our|clves when either is inv-d- 
eçl with impunity.

with the nation in those measures which 
the public honour and safety demand.”

T HK CoMF r __The theory of Comets 


hasin modyrti times undergone an entire 
change. 
'1‘hcy are no longj;r consider­ 
ed as the neccssury means of supplying 
the sun with fuel to support the imagin- 
i*;y flames of his oil or as the abodes iii 


wMch the wicked arfc to reccr.c tlic 
punishment due to their crimes. These 
jfanctful hypotheses are i^ow abolished,' 
and have given'way to a system more 
rational and more consonant tb the ge* 
neral laws 6f nature. 
They are in a 
great measure viewed in the same light 
with the planets which revolve^ifOUnd 
our sun, and are even supposed l>y%t>me 
philosophers to be inhabited as the 
earth, though their inhabitants must 
necessarily bo of a diiferent physical 
constitution from ourselves. The prin­ 
cipal points in which Comets are analo- 
gbiiftto the planets consist in their ob- 
sorvlng, as far as tve are able to ascertain 
their motions, the same law of describ­ 
ing equal areas in equal timies in their 
course round the sun, and in their 
periodical umes bearing a certain ratio 
to their mean distance from the ¿lihtre 
of motion. 
They are not howcvei*'" go­ 
verned by the rjjfte which prevails so 
generally on other pans of our system, 
of moving according to the order of the 
Zodiac, but frecjuently move in the con­ 
trary direction. 


W e are informed by those who have 
observed the motion of our present visi­ 
tor ; that it is now advancing to its peri­ 
helion, or nearest point to the sun, and 
may therefore infer that it has not yet 
attained its gr^atst splendor. 
This 
supposition is already in some degree 
verified ; for both the nucleus and the 
tail are more luminous, and better de­ 
fined than they were at ils first appcar- 
apce. 
This is owing to two causes, its 
superior elevation at the hour when 
it is usually observed and its greater 
proximity to the sun. 
The former is 
the effect of tho sun’s apparent motion 
at this season, towards the south, which 
to our view, produces a corresponding 
motion of the Comet, though in fact it is 
receding from the ecliptic, ahid has now 
a more northern latitude than when it 
was first observed. 


W e now SCO it through the 
more 
rare and the purer part of the atm os­ 
phere, whereas bt the first its rays were 
scattered and lost in the grosser and 
de/nser vapours floating near the earth. 


It appears from the accounts of histo­ 
rians and the records of modern times, 
that there are no less than 450 comets 
attached to our solar system ; of this 
number 59 have been so accurately ob­ 
served that they may be reco ^ized if 
they should appear a second time, and 
three are known to have determinate 
periodical 
times. 
The 
remarkable 
comet of 1G07, and 1682 performed 
the same course through the heavens 
in 1739, according to the prediction of 
Dr. 
ilalley, 
and unless some 
al­ 
teration 
should take place in 
its 
motion, will again appear in 1834, when 
perhaps some of the present generation 
F a it^u l to hia timet 
W ill $*e the blazing wonder rise anew. 
The most extraordinary comet of 
which we have any authentic account 
was that of 1729. 
It was attentively 
observed by Cassmi for several months, 
who relates that it first appeared near 
the constellation of Pegasus on the side 
of the Dolphin, and having travelled 
more than 15 degrees to the west, sud­ 
denly returned and assumed an easterly 
direction. 
There have been several 
comcta of superior brilliancy to tlie pre- 
sentonc,but few of greater magnitude. 
If ihcrefoi e its visit should be attended 
with none of the ill consequences which 
some have apprehended, though wuh- 
out any reason, we may look upon our­ 
selves as peculia' Iy favoured with the 
sight of so magnificent an object. 


In ail these caàêji, 
trained iu thé 


practical details ot the syiieiti ate re­ 
quired t<J orgHiîiic'*^nd conduct; the 
schools, and the edtlciHioQ of yoathafor 
these purposes forma the main source 
of expense to the institution. 
Many 
instances have occurred, where ybuths 
of fifteen years ôf age conduct, with tha 
regulai-ity of a machine, schools con­ 
taining several hundred children, im­ 
parting to theni the elements of educa­ 
tion with astonishing rapidity. 
A new 
system of teaching needle-work has 
also been indented for the girls’ schOolsj 
by which one mistress may teach with 
jerfect ease any number of scholws. 
["'ifty new schools haVe been crected on 
Mr. Lancaster’s plan, in the year 1810, 
lor abolit 15,000 children. The Duke 
of K.ent has introduced this system into 
th<^ army, by attaching a school to his 
owti rejjimcnt. 
T he schottl consists of 
the children of the private»,and amounts 
to 220. 
A young man, a sergeant, was 
trained for schoolmaster by Mr. Lan­ 
caster. 
The regiment is now quarter­ 
ed at Stirling ; and fio impressed were 
the magistrates with the advantages of 
the school belonging to it, that they havè 
allowed the Guildhall to be used as a 
school-room, \Vhere a great number of 
the children of the town are admitced to 
participate in its beoe^ts. Many other 
military commandera are following this 
excellent example. 
This system of 
tuition h already in operation in tbe 
island of Antigua, and in different parts 
of the United States ; and is likely to be 
introduced into South America by Ge­ 
neral Mirauda. 
Two missionaries of 
the Society for Missions to Africa and 
the East, have received instruction at 
the school in the Borough Road, with a 
view to extend the system to Africa ; 
and the Committee have proposed to 
the Directors of the African Institution, 
to board and educate two intelligent 
African youths with the same view__

Lord K.elth, Mr. .\dam, Mr. \V. Smith, 
Mr. lloi'ner, Mr. Brougham, Mr. Aber- 
cromby, Mr. E. W . Bootle, 8tc. £cc. 
T he report made by the Committee 
M'ho superintend the progress of the 
undertaking, was vei^ interesting. 
It 
appeared from it, that children of the 
poor, even in the metropolis, can be 
taught reading, writing, aiid arithmetic, 
before they are old enough to work;, at 
an expense of little more than 5s. a year 
for each ; and that therefore those useful 
attainrpcnts may be easily extended to 
the whole of the rising generation, and 
the pious wisii of our good old King 
fully accomplished, “ that every poor 
child in the kingdom should be able to 
read the Bible.” W ith respect to re- 
livrious instruction, it is an inviolable 
law of this institution, to teach nothing 
but the Scriptures themselves. 
The 
children ure trained in the habit of read­ 
ing the Bible ; but it is left to their pa- 
retus and friends to explain und com­ 
ment updn it. 
In the Borough school 
alone 6000 children have been educated 
whose parents were of the poorest de­ 
scription ; and hitherto no instance has 
occurred of any of these youths being 
charged with a criminal -.ffence in any 
tourt of justice. The patronage of their 
Majesties and the whole of the Royal 
Family, has greatly contributed to Mr. 
Lancaster’s Success ; and schools on his 
plan are now established in every county 
of England. 
Some also have been e- 
rected in Scotland»and iom ein Ireland
